Meet the Artists 


The Vocal Jazz Ensemble comprises Faculty 
of Music students and are led by Toronto jazz 
musician and U of T facutly member Lisa 
Martinelli. The ensemble has won the Downbeat 
award for outstanding University/Collete vocal 
jazz ensemble. The ensemble has participated 
in and played concerts for the International 
Association of Jazz Educators, the Ontario 
Vocal Jazz Festival and MusicFest Canada. 


A native of Sault Ste. Marie, Lisa Martinelli is 
an active educator, clinician, and performer on 
the Toronto scene. Ms. Martinelli earned her 
bachelor of music and education degrees at the 
University of Toronto, and her honours di- 
ploma from Humber College. She isa freelance 
artist who leads her own jazz quintet while 
maintaining a busy teaching schedule as a 
faculty member of Humber College and the 
University of Toronto. 

Lisa Martinelli’s singing experiences in- 
clude performances with Peter Appleyard, Ed 
Bickert, Don Thompson, Jane Bunnett, Kenny 
Wheeler and Norma Winstone. She has 
appeared at the Toronto duMaurier Jazz Festi- 
val, Banff School of Fine Arts, the Laurentian 
University’s Jazz concert series, and most 
recently at the Brandon Jazz Festival where she 
was recorded by CBC Radio Manitoba. 

Lisa Martinelli has directed choirs at Hum- 
ber College, Inter-Provincial Music Camp, the 
University of Wisconsin and is currently 
directing the award-winning University of 
Toronto Vocal Jazz Ensemble. 

Lisa Martinelli also teaches at summer jazz 
camps in Parry Sound, Kincardine and 
Winnipeg. 





Born in Ottawa and raised in Sudbury, Kevin 
Turcotte has been freelancing on the Toronto 
scene for well overa decade. He was voted “Jazz 
Trumpeter of the Year” by Jazz Report maga- 
zine from 1993 to 1999. In February of this 
year, he was recognized as “Trumpeter of the 
Year” by the National Jazz Awards. He has 
been a sideman on over 60 recordings, includ- 
ing those by Rob McConnell and the Boss 
Brass, Time Warp, the Jean Martin Trio and the 
Juno winning Neufeld-Occhipinti Jazz Orches- 
tra (Nojo). This past summer Kevin toured 
Canada playing the music of Bruce Cockburn 
with Michael Occhipinti’s “Creation Dream” 
band and the music of Andrew Downing with 
the roots quartet “Great Uncles of the Revolu- 
tion”. He just finished some fall touring with 
the Barry Elmes Quintet and Dave Young's 
“Charles Mingus Project”. Asa member of vari- 
ous Toronto groups, Kevin has had the oppor- 
tunity to play with many great musicians like 
Ray Anderson, Don Byron, Sam Rivers, Ed 
Bickert and Kenny Wheeler. He has also been 
lucky enough to play music festivals in coun- 
tries like Chile, Venezuela, Russia and Italy. 
Kevin currently teaches in the Jazz Program at 
the University of Toronto.
